Fred. Douglass L>ca«l. 


Frederick Douglass, the noted freed- 


man, orator und diplomat, died at his 
home in Washington, last Wednesday, 
of heart failure. His death was entire- 
ly unexpected, as he had been enjoying 
the best of health. 


In the death of Frederick Builey, bet- 


ter known as Frederick Douglas, Amer- 
ican politics loses one of its most pic- 
turesque figures. An ex-slave, he edu- 
cated himself by methods of personal 
study and perseverence and subsequent- 
ly won reputation for himself not only 
in this country, but in Europe. 


An Eastern Shore district of Mary- 


land known as Tuckuboe, near Easton, 
was Douglass' birthplace. lie was 
probably the best-known negro who has 
ever been before thp peop'e of the 
United States in an official or prominent 
ligut. The date of his birth even lie 
himself did not know, nor did lie know 
his antecedents or even the name of his 
father. He has said, however, that 
from certain events which subsequently 
occurred he was born about 1S17 on the 
plantation of Col. Kdward Lloyd. 


1'rcsident Lincoln and Uouglasa were 


fast friends, and at one time they held 
many conferences as to the best means 
of running off negroes from the slave 
States through the Confederate lines. 
The plan suggested by Douglass was 
abandoned, but the. President anil he 
continued on intimate terms, and, after 
Lincoln's assasination, the dead Presi- 
dent's walking slick was, by his request, 
presented to Douglass by Mrs, Lincoln. 


The connection of Douglass with John 


Brown has always remained a ma' ter of 
more or less mystery. Two weeks be- 
fore the historic outbreak Douglass met 
Brown at Chambersburg, Pa., anil the 
negro is said to have tried to-restrain 
the white man for the action which he 
afterwards took.

and punishments.

When her 


laws are violated punishment falls upon 
Ihe offender, no matter what his rank; 
when he obeys nature's laws he is re- 
warded, as by an abundant harvest. 
But nature is not such a good guide in 
this matter as might appear from such a 
general consideration of her system. 
Her awards are blindly made aud take 
no account of motives. The child who 
puts his hand in the lire gets burned 
and learns not to do so again. Hut the 
lire is without disenrniuatiou; it burns 
not only those who carelessly or will- 
fully expose themselves to it, but the 
innocent who are surrounded by llames 
not of their own making, and even the 
brave liren.a'i who goes to their rescue. 
As the ram falls upon the just and upon 
the unjust, so nature's forces deal im- 
partially with the evil and th* good. 
The punishment for violations of na^ 
lure's laws is too inexorable, and the 
system cannot and should not be follow- 
ed by man. He must discriminate be- 
tween those, who are willful violators of 
the law; those who are misled into 
wrong doing and may be won back to 
right living, and ihose whose careless- 
ness or misfortune haa rendered them 
liable to punishment. And man in his 
experiments wnh systems of rewards 
and punishments has found, moreover, 
that it ig not always wise to punish, fie 
has to deal with human nature, which 
is much more complex than elemental 
substances. He (inds that punishment 
does not act merely as a warning to ap- 
prise one of the danger ot repeated vio- 
lations of the law, but that it sometimes 
irritates and renders stubborn the man 
upon whom it is visited, and he finds 
also that it is almost beyond his powers 
to "make the punishment Bt the crime." 
tt is not possible to do without it alto- 
gether, but if possible offenders are 
taken in time they must be kept from 
doing that which would expose them to 
puuishm ut. Rewards for well-doing 
may, 
iu short.be substituted, iu part, 


for punishments for evil-doing. This 
is especially true ot ordinary conduct 
where there is no moral offense or crime 
involved. At one time schools were 
managed almost exclusively on the sys- 
tem of punishing pupils for the violation 
of arbitrary rules; to-day the few rules 
that are posted are founded upon obvious 
reason, and their violations are so infie- 
c[iient that there is no fixed code of pun- 
ishment. On the other hand, rewards 
are frequently offered for good behav- 
ior, diligence and the like, aud the dis- 
cipline maintained is better than it was 
under the old system. In the tnanage- 
ment of children at home the system of 
rewards for good behavior should not be 
made so obvious or specific as to lead 
the child to set more value on the re- 
ward than u|Mn approbation, but re- 
wards should he substituted as far as 
possible for punishments. Whether a 
child is kept from play with his associ- 
ates as a punishment because he has 
neglected his lessons, or is rewarded 
with freedom and indulged in some de-
